DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior 
art is US 6,158,207 (Polenick) in view of US 7,114,351 (Jones). Polenick teaches a 
method for maintaining multiple gas turbine engines wherein an order is created and 
one turbine is taken down for maintenance at a time. Polenick fails to teach keeping 
an auxiliary turbine on hand to replace the downed turbine. Jones teaches an 
auxiliary turbine used to replace a downed turbine. However, neither Jones or 
Polenick suggests keeping the auxiliary turbine in the downed turbine's place after 
maintenance, replacing a third turbine with the newly-maintained turbine so that the 
third turbine may be maintained, and so on. The art fails to teach this process. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
